ACCOMPANIED BY A LAKliE PARTY 


A C ham ber o f Commerce Com m ittee 
— The V isit to th e tí. A. R. Camp 
—Mr. Conifer’s Views. 


A large party of prominent citizens oí 
Loa Angelea and Pasadena went down 
to San Pedro yesterday for the purpose 
of accompanying Representative Edwin 
H . Conger on his visit of informal in- 
apection to th e proposed harbor improve­ 
m ent. 
Mr. Conger is an active and in­ 
fluential member of the Lower House, 
and has represented his district in Iowa 
eootinuonsly for several term s. 
He has 
been visiting for the past week with his 
brother, the Rev. E. L. Conger, oí Pasa 
dera, and when he expressed a wish to 
visit San Pedro, President W. N. Mas­ 
ters, of the Pasadena Cham ber of Com­ 
merce, sent word in to the Loe Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, in order that he 
might be suitably entertained. 
The party went down on the 9:40 
train of the Southern Pacific yesterday 
morning, and they were about twenty in 
number. 
Besides Representative Van- 
dever, who came down to accompany his 
colleague on the trip, there were Rev. 
E . L. Conger, of Pasadena, and John 
Conger, of Fresno; Colonel J. Banbury, 
O. Caswell, W. II. Vail, H. M. Conger, 
Dr. O. H. Conger and Willis N. Masters, 
of Pasadena; T. A. Lewis, M. R. Hig­ 
gins, Fred Eaton, Captain Seamans 
Louis BlaEkenhorn, Major Donnell, Cap­ 
tain Barrett, General Brierly, Hervey 
Lind ley, Senator McComas and Judge 
McKinley. 
, 
At San Pedro the party boarded a 
large ’bus and was driven to the G. A. R. 
Encam pm ent grounds, which both the 
Congressmen were desirous of visiting, 
both being Grand Army men. 
They 
then drove out to Point Fermín, where 
they were met by Captain Shaw, tbe 
keeper of the lighthouse, and with the 
aid of maps and tabulated statistics 
ahown in an admirable manner both the 
need of the proposed improvements and 
Uie convenient method by which they 
oonld be accomplished. 
During his resi­ 
dence on the point Captain Shaw has 
been visited by a number of Senators 
and Congressional parties, and has be­ 
come quite an expert in the business of 
explaining the situation. 
The company drove back to a hotel in 
the city, where a fish dinner had been 
ordered for them by the Frank Bartlett 
Post. 
After dinner Borne of the party 
rowed over to the bath-houBe and went 
in for a swim, but the two Representa­ 
tives went back to the G. A. R. camp. 
A large number of people gathered in the 
pavilion, the news that there were dis- 
Nkioguished 
visitors 
in camp having 
gpr*?*!, and the Congressmen were called 
opon lor speeches. 
General Vandever 
made a few remarks eulogistic of the 
organization whos^ members he was ad 
dreeeing, and Mr. C?oger made a very 
felicitous speech, which 
received 
with hearty applause. 
The 3 o’clock train brought the C*ona- 
pany back to this city. In spite of t b ' 
fact th a t the weather bad been unusually 
hot, it was generally conceded that the 
day had been pleasantly passed by all. 
Within the limits of reasonable con­ 
servatism, Mr. Conger expressed himself 
as warmly in favor of the im provement 
of Ban Pedro harbor. 
" it is la r g e ly a question of figures,” 
paid be “ and the figureB are not so much 
those of the cost of the improvement as 
of the resulte to follow from carrying it 
out. 
If you can show, as I believe you 
can, that the produce of the baik coun­ 
try and the need for imports of your 
cities demand such an assistant to trans­ 
portation as this improved harbor would 
be, then I am confident that the appro­ 
priation can be obtained. Of course it 
m ust be adm itted that if there were a 
harbor here it would stimulate both pro­ 
duction and consumption to such a de­ 
gree th at it is difficult to estimate be­ 
forehand just what traffic would pass 
through it; nevertheless, a fairly good 
estim ate can be obtained from the ton­ 
nage figures of the railroads and the 
trade which already passes through the 
harbor. 
"W hat is needed more than anything 
else to enable Congress to act intelli­ 
gently in the matter is that its individual 
mem bers should see and know this coun­ 
try. They can then judge whether such 
• State as this, with all its advantages 
and possibilities, is not entitled to more 
th an two harbors in its 900 miles of sea­ 
board. 
. 
"Y ou had a visit here a Bhort time ago 
from a number of Senators. 
Shortly 
before I left Iowa Senator Allison, who 
was here with that party, returned to his 
home and I took dinner with him . 
He 
talked constantly of this State and of the 
rem arkable progress which it has made. 
I imagine that all of the others who vis­ 
ited here were similarly impressed. One 
hasty glance at a country, even though 
it be through the windows of a car, is 
better than any amount of written infor­ 
mation. 
These men will now have an 
idea of the possibilities of this country 
and what can be accomplished by the 
improvements for which you asa. They 
will talk with the others at Washington, 
and as the views of cbance visitors to the 
State will be known to be free from bias, 
they will have great weight.” 
In summing up his views Mr. Conger 
■aid that be believed Congress would in 
the future be more fully awake to the 
claims of this State, having come to an 
appreciation of the extraordinary ad 
vanee which it had accomplished in the 
la6t few years, and the result would be 
th a t it would come in lor careful consid­ 
eration at the hands of Jthe various Con­ 
gressional committees. 
Representative Vandever said that al­ 
though he had already a pretty clear idea 
* of the harbor and proposed improve­ 
m ents, he wanted to take every oppor­ 
tunity to go over the ground and thor­ 
oughly familiarize himBelf with all the 
details, so that he could be ready to 
tackle the River and Harbor Committee 
next fall well loaded with facts. 
Mr. Conger has been spending some 
tim e with his brother in the northern 
part of the State, where he has an in­ 
terest in a raisin ranch near Fresno. He 
will etay a few days longer in Pasadena 
and will then return East. This is not 
Mr. Conger’s first visit to the State.

E d it o r s H k iia l d—In my article pub­ 
lished in your paper of the 12th intt. I 
failed to give credit to the sewer system 
for th a t part of the central intercepting 
sewer that runs north up the river and 
crosses to the east side, following up the 
river to the intersection of Hayes and 
Arroyo Seco streets. This gives the peo­ 
ple along the river a cbance for an inter­ 
cepting sewer. 
But the amount 
of 
money apportioned to each system ia 
correct as stated in that article, viz.: For 
the outfa'l sewer, $440,000; for the storm 
water drains, $508,000, and for all inter­ 
cepting sewers, including the one on the 
west side and mostly outside of the city 
and of but little benefit to inBide property, 
$332,000; thus leaviug one and one-half 
miles on tite north, about two miles on 
the east and four miles ou the west, in­ 
cluding the western hills, entirely without 
a single intercepting sewer. 
How íb 
this for an equal distribution of the bur­ 
then of taxation without representation ? 
No wonder that Mr. Glassell and all 
other taxpayers object to such an une­ 
qual and unjust system. 
As to the 
etatemcnt in tne Tribune th a t Mr. Glas­ 
sed is opposed to public improvements 
and does nothing in that line with his 
own money, I wish to say on my own 
responsibility that A. Glassed is not op- 
pOB- d to public improvements, and he 
so stated in his letters to the H e r a l d . 
He is in favor of having his large estate 
assessed for the purpose of constructing 
a good and equitable sewer Bystem, as 
also for building school houses, court 
houses, and all other public buildings 
and improvements, but rightfully thfeks 
he has as much right to express an opin­ 
ion an to how this money should be ex­ 
pended-aa tbe Tribune, or any other pa­ 
per or person, especially as his property 
must

P«* haps 
few mountain 
resortB 
Southern California bave this season 
been visited by as large a number of 
people as Wilson’s Peak and the San 
Gabriel C añón; and many who do not 
m ind the fatigue incident to the long 
climb have included both these popular 
resorts in their trip by ascending the 
trail to the peak, crossing over the 
range into Bear Cañón, and thence out 
a t the San Gabriel. 
The writer was one of a party who, 
with such a trip in contemplation, left 
the Angelic City not many woeks since, 
and nfter a delightful ride through the 
beautiful orange groves of Alhambra, 
San Gabriel and Sierra Madre, was duly 
deposited at the foot of the trail, near 
the home of Mr. N. C. Carter. 
Here 
the patient and often abused “ burro” is 
brought into requisition, and the ascent 
of the trail is soon begun. 
It was some fifteen years since that the 
Hon. B. D. Wilson, a pioneer of the val­ 
ley and founder of the beautiful town of 
A lham bra, built this trail with a view of 
gaining access to the fields of timber 
which were 
supposed to lie on the 
northern slope of the mountain. This 
idea was, however, finally abandoned, 
owing to the great labor requited in the 
transportation of the tim ber, and the 
trail consequently fell out of repair, being 
hardly ever traveled save by an occa­ 
sional tourist or hunfer until, the location 
of the temporary observatory on the 
sum m it awakened interest anew, and 
added im petus to the travel. 
The trail has at considerable expense 
been repaired, and is now in compara­ 
tively good condition, the dangerous 
places having been obviated by the 
widening of the track, and in many 
places, for short distances, an entirely 
new trail has been cut. 
For the first few miles the ascent is 
quite gradual, but soon becomes steeper 
and steeper until the enduring burro 
manifests signs of distress, and frequent 
Btops are made to allow the animal a 
chance to regain his breath. 
On the left, the pine-covered and rocky 
Bummit towers far above in the misty 
distance. 
While on the other side, one 
may gaze down into a cañón of almost 
incalculable depth, from which the roar 
of water scarcely rises above the mur­ 
m uring of the pines moved by the gentle 
Bummer breeze. The utter absence of 
animal life is also singularly striking, as 
no sound breaks the stillness of the 
m ountain air save that of the elements, 
and perhaps the chirp of a solitary bird 
from the pines which overhang the path. 
The sameness of the scenery, however 
grand, becomes almost monotonous as 
mile after mile is passed, until the wel­ 
come sound of voices is heard, which 
warn the traveler that the sum m it is 
near, anil after one more vigorous climb 
the “ burroB” stand panting before Steil’s 
camp. 
Peter Steil and Mr. Cheeny, 
whoEe camp is situated farther in the 
rear, have fitted up comfortable tents, 
and provide for the temporal wants of 
the sojourner in a home-like style, and 
a t a most reasonable consideration. 
The temporary observatory in charge 
of Messrs. Ring and Black is located 
about a quarter of a mile beyond Mr. 
Bteil’s on one of tt:e many peaks which 
riBe to varied heights on all sides. The 
existence of these numerous peaks gives 
rise to much disputation as to which one 
the name of Wilson originally applied, 
and ruany theories are advanced accord­ 
ingly. The statem ent of an old moun­ 
taineer who assipted in the construction 
of the trail, that that honor belongs to 
the one which, from the valley below, 
appears to be the most elevated, is 
generally conceded aB authority. 
From 
this elevation an unobstructed view of 
the surrounding country can be ob­ 
tained. 
Like a vast panorama the valley 
spreads itself before the eye, villages 
and towns intermingled with green 
orchards, like specks appesr, and the 
hills as mere furrows upon the bosom of 
M other Earth, ^yhile in the far-distant 
horizon a faint blue line marks the 
boundaries of the mighty Pacific, and 
eight is lost in the distance. In the 
early morning, when the 
valley 
íb 
wrapped in fog, the effect is almost in­ 
describable. 
The suariee, as viewed 
from this elevation, is also of wondrous 
bsauty. 
After visiting the many places 
of interest at and around the peak, the 
trail is again taken and the descent on 
the oppoeite side of the range com­ 
mences. 
The time required for the 
descent into Bear Cañón is about two 
hours. 
On this trail the “ Devil’s Slide” 
is considered one of the most dangerous 
places, and in the time gone by not in­ 
frequently an overloaded burro was pre­ 
cipitated down the slide by the giving 
way of the treacherous sand. 
If care is 
exercised there is now little danger of 
B uch an occurrence, 
Bear canon, owing to the difficulty of 
access, has as vet been but little fre­ 
quented and one may journey its entire 
length of fifteen miles without meeting a 
hum an being. The stream hereabounde 
with trout of immense size, and the foot­ 
prints of bears and deer are also num er­ 
ous though the animals are Beldom seen. 
Sixteen miles below W ilson’s Peak 
Bear cañón ioins the west fork of the San 
Gabriel, and after another sixteen miles 
the junction of the.two main cañona, the 
noith and west forks, is reached. 
Here 
the stream formed by the unison of the 
waters of the two cañons, becomes a 
rushing torrent which contributes a 
never-failing supply of 
water to the 
tiw ns of Azusa, Duarte, Glendora and 
Vineland. 
Four miles below are located the ex­ 
tensive works of the Victoria Mining 
Company, and from here until the caflon 
•nlarges at Azusa 
numerous 
placer 
claims dot the rugged sides of the moun­ 
tains, and if dependence can be placed 
upon the prophetic utterances of the min 
ing fraternity the San Gabriel cañón may 
yet become a second El Dorado. 


Kant Ban u a b ile l.

considered very attractive. The tower 
of the Kan Gabriel school is very im­ 
posing; as a m atter of fact all of our 
public 
school country buildings 
are 
towering. 
Mr. Ira Felt has entered into an agree­ 
m ent with the bright little seven and 
ten year old boys of his neighbor, Mr. 
Saxon, to pick and dry the peaches of 
his orchard on shares. The boys are 
happy and full of business, and the dried 
fruit m arket of next season will, no 
doubt, be overstocked.

T H E GARRETT CASE. 


Tlic D efense Com m ences the T a k ­ 
in g o f T estim o n y . 
Yesterday morning at 9:30 o’clock the 
G arrett incest casa was resumed before 
Justice Lockwood, with the examination 
of J. W. Glendell, a painter who has 
known Malia G arrett since July, 1888. 
He was questioned as to the location of a 
large box, which he saw at G arrett’s 
house while doing some work there. He 
testified to hearing Garrett scold his 
daughter Malia for misplacing a saw, 
and beinur afterwards told by little Ella 
that her father had whipped Malia with 
the saw. 
H e said that in reply to 
question put to Malia, the girl said she 
was afraid that Garrett would kill her if 
she complained of him . The witnees was 
not cross-examined. 
VV. A. Stratton, President and Man­ 
ager of the Union Lumber and Supply 
Company, testified that he had known 
G arrett for about two years past, and 
drst met Malia in the Bellevue avenue 
Methodist church some eighteen months 
ago. 
He was then closely questioned 
about the conversations which he had 
with the defendant during the past four 
weeks with regard to the prosecution of 
Kdgcomb. The details of each of these 
conversations 
were 
very 
minutely 
b rougttout. 
His visit to Mr. Payton’s 
office with a view of 
dropping the 
charges 
againBt 
Edgcomb 
was also 
dwelt upon, and the fact that the attor­ 
ney refused to be a party to any such 
arrangement elicited, 
At this juncture the witness was ex­ 
cused, and G arrett took advantage of 
the temporary cessation of the proceed­ 
ings to change bis seat so as to face the 
compla*nant, * Malia Edgcomb. 
Mr. 
Payton called the attention of the Cogrt 
to this, and stated that her father’s fixed 
stare was exceedingly disagreeable to his 
client, and was a species of intimidation 
to which he objected. The Court said it 
was beyond his power to designate any 
particular spot in the Courtroom where 
the defendant should be eeated. 
Gar­ 
rett, however, changed his seat to the 
one at the end of the table as before, and 
the case was resumed. 
Officer C. C. Connolly was examined 
and stated that he occupied the room 
next to the one in which Garrett and his 
daughter Malia lived, at Mrs. Farrell’s 
house, on Clay street. Little Ella was 
not with them at th at lime. They lived 
there three m onths. 
M. L. Wicks, President of the Girl’s 
Home, detailed the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the marriage of Edgcomb and 
Malia. 
He did not know Edgcomb be­ 
fore the affair and simply took an in­ 
terest in the case because it had been 
brought to his notice as President of the 
Home. 
He said the facts had been mis­ 
stated at the time by an ambitious re­ 
porter connected with an evening paper. 
On cross exam ination he said that he 
had only held one conversation with or 
in the presence of Garrett, and that the 
others he bad mentioned were held dur­ 
ing his absence. 
F. E. Olds, an electro-plater, was 
briefly questioned as to his occupancy of 
a room adjoining that of the G arrets’ in 
the Breed block abont two vears ago. 
G arrett always acknowledged Malia as 
bis daughter, aud they lived alone, as 
far as the witness kaew. 
He only saw 
the inside of their room on one occasion. 
C. C. Connolly was recalled, and 
stated that when living at Mrs. Fan- 
nell’s, on Clay street, the 
Garretts 
always passed as father and daughter in 
public. 
. 
At this point Mr. Payton stated to the 
Court that two im portant witnesses for 
the prosecution were absent, and he had 
reasons for believing that one of them, 
Mrs. Hodges, was dodging the process of 
the court. As it was now 11 :30 o’clock, 
he aBked for a recess so that the Consta­ 
ble might bave another chance to find 
her. The Court granted the request and 
ordered a recese until 2 p. m. 
At 2 o’clock Mr. Stratton was recalled. 
He related the circumstances of his visit 
to Garrett two days after Malia’s recital 
to him of her troubles. G arret urged 
him to tell Malia not 
to 
dig 
up 
dirt, as it would be woree for her. In 
reply to the witness’s question as to the 
cause of her father’s anxiety about Edg- 
cem b’s prosecution, Malia told volun­ 
tarily her whole story, commencing with 
the 8t. L o u íb scandal. Though at first 
objecting to it, she subsequently allowed 
him to tell Mr. Wicks and Mrs. Watson 
about it. 
Malia Edgcomb was 
recalled 
and 
readily identified two long letters writ 
ten by her father and addressed to her. 
The first one, which was not dated, was 
received at Mrs. W atson’s in an envel­ 
ope bearing 
the Government stamp, 
dated July 25th, 188S,while the second 
was dated July 29>h, 1888, and was filed 
as evidence without the envelope. Both 
documents were read by Mr. Payton, 
and were full of bittor reproaches and 
appeals to the girl to remember her 
childish innocence and reform before it 
was too late. 
The attorney for the defendant de­ 
manded that ail G arrett’s letters to his 
daughter be produced, but Payton re­ 
fused and said they would be found at 
the proper tim e. 
A letter from Malia 
addressed to Edgcomb was then offered 
in evidence and read. 
Upon cross examination 
Malia \ 
asked about letters she had received, 
and the drug atore where the pills were 
bought by Edgcomb was dealt upon. 
The prosecution then closed its case, 
and the defense called its first witness. 
Mrs. Annie Farrell was examined as to 
renting a room to the Garretts about two 
years ago. 
It contained a double bed 
and a cot. 
She thon lived on Clay 
street, corner of Third street. 
She also 
testified that G arrett, after staying there 
a month, went to the East, and on his 
return brought Malia a number of pretty 
dresseR. 
He appeared to be very careful 
and fond of Malia. 
Josie Corbett said she was born in 
Vienna, Europe, and had been in Amer­ 
ica for the past sixteen years. 
She came 
here three or four months ago with her 
mother, and they lived on Fort street. 
After that they lived at Captain Garrett’s 
house for forty days. 
After she had 
been there one week she obtained Ma­ 
lia’s confidence and heard a recital of her 
wrongs. 
She then detailed a conversa­ 
tion with Malia in the bakery which was 
in direct contravention of that given by 
Malia in every particular. 
At 5 o’clock 
the court adjourned until 9 :30 th p morn­ 
ing, when her direct examination will be 
lesumed.

The more we examir.e the facte con­ 
nected with the killing cf Judge Terry, 
the clearer does it appear to ue that 
Justice Field’s bodyguard committed a 
crim e unjustified by the circumstances of 
the occasion. 
Until all the facts were 
known, there was a possibility that the 
Deputy Marshal only fired when he saw 
th at Terry was armed, and that the life 
of Justice Field was in im m isent jeop­ 
ardy. 
Had such 
been the case 
there would have been justification 
for the 
shooting. 
But such wae 
not the caee. 
Terry was without 
arm s. 
None were fcund upon tus per­ 
son, and, therefore, the only excuse that 
Nagle could plead for shootir g down 
Jndge Terry fails to materialize. If the 
Deputy Marshal was there for a legal 
parpóte, be was there to preserve the 
peace and to protect Justice Field. He 
was certainly not there, in a legitimate 
sense, to kill Terry when he was not 
making a deadly assault upon Field. 
The rule of the law is that no mere force 
shall be used by an officer to preserve 
the peace than is warranted by the cir­ 
cumstances oí BDy paitieular case. The 
M arshal 
effectually set this rule 
a t defiance, 
and 
“ preserved the 
peace” by killing the man he should 
have merely arrested. It is no answer 
to say that this officer was carrying out 
the instructions of the Department of 
Jostice at W ashington. That Depart­ 
m ent, nor any Department or individual 
in the Government, has not the power to 
order the co mmiscicn cf a crime; and if 
the United Srates Attorney General is­ 
sued instructions to the Marpbals to kill 
Terry as he was killed, then that official 
is equally guilty with Nagle. There is 
bo divinity in this country that doth 
hedge round a Judge, like a king, which 
perm its crim e to be committed for his 
protection, any more than there is for 
the hum blest citizen. 
The Deputy Marshal cried “ Stop!” 
and fired a bullet into Terry’s heart. 
It would seem that the cry was alto­ 
gether superfluous. 
Had he been a 
brave man be would have covered Terry 
and placed him under arrest. 
He had 
what is called “ the drop” on biro, and 
Terry wcukl have been compelled to 
yield. There is a great deal of wild talk 
about Terry having made repeated 
threats to take Justice Field’s life. 
These lack authentication. 
Terry was 
indisputably a brave man, and brave 
men do not go around making threate. 
When Terry was asked by Mr. Stack 
pole, the proprietor of the dining station, 
if there was danger of a collision, he 
promptly told that gentleman to look cut 
for his wife, learning that ehe had gone 
back to the car to get her patchel, ii 
which wae a pistol. The deduction from 
this js plain. He did not then intend to 
have a difficulty with Field, but be feared 
that Mrs. Terry, in her rash and ímpetu 
ous mood, weuld do something that 
would force him into trouble. He wanted 
her intercepted. The sight of Field, 
however, sitting at the table, roused 
his ire, and Le determ ined at once to 
affront him that he would be compelled 
as a man of honor and one who had 
recognized the code to seek some means 
of satisfaction. This is the theory which 
men who knew Terry well believe is the 
correct one. If Terry had intended to 
have a mortal fracas with tho Justice 
he would have been aimed. 
The Deputy United States Marshal, 
however, was not called upon by the 
circumstances of the aeeault to kill 
Terry. 
Officers, 
whether Slate 
Federal, are not warranted in executing 
punishm ent on people whom they see 
breaking the peace. They are the minis­ 
terial arms of the law, and when they 
usurp the authority of justice, and pass 
judgment upon and summarily execute 
offenders according to their own peculiar 
notions, they should be taught a severe 
and salutary lesson.

The 
board, in the article referred to, con 
feeeea that it finds great difficulty in 
taking care of the children of this city i 
its common schools. It also confesses that 
there are objections to the site chosen, 
but pleads for it on the ground that it is 
obtainable for nothing. At this time the 
taxpayers are called upon to grade 
streets, to lay sidewalks, to bnild n fewer 
system , to finish a City H all, to erect a 
County Court House. The money de­ 
m and is very heavy. At the same time 
there is a crying demand for more 
schools of the primary and grammar 
grades, and the schools ought not to be 
closed for so long a period as three months 
in the summer season. They ought to 
re-open 8ep*ember let. The site chosen 
for the High Schcol is very objectionable 
on many accounts. 
One of the beBf 
reasons for not selecting it has not been 
named. It is th is: All the children who 
come by car to attend the school must 
alight at the intersection of the three 
busiest streets in the city, a most danger­ 
ous point for them to do so. The school

A Warrant for Jndge Field’s 
Arrest. 


TIMK FOR NAGLB’S HEARING SET. 


F u neral A rrangem ents at Stockton. 
Mrs. T erra 's D evotion to 
H er Dead. 


T h e r e is something decidedly un­ 
fortunate in the way officials of the Re 
publican party in Los Angeles county 
have been in the habit of administering 
public truets. To m any of them there 
has been something very fascinating 
in the word defalcation, and even 
the graver terms forgery and em 
be zzle merit are not without their 
charm s. It is to be l oped that there 
will be no lukewarm efforts on the part 
of ceitain public officials to ferret out the 
true inwardr efs of the shortage in the 
office of Mr. Monte fio. Lauterio should 
be enccuraged to tell the truth, and not 
bulldozed into keeping his mouth shut. 
Humor goes very directly up to certain 
officials who are said to be particep» 
criminie in the diversion of the county 
moneys to pereonal use. A fine oppor­ 
tunity is offered to District Attorney 
Kelly to stand in with the people. He 
should avail himself of it, and not 
lay himeelf open to the suspicion 
of being willing to whitewash his party 
associates. We assure him that the tax­ 
payers are at last aroused, and that they 
will be hostile to the point of vengeance 
against any one who shall countenance 
any concealment*,* or who shall fail to 
carry out both the spirit and the letter 
of the law. There is really something 
very dispiriting in the way that, time 
after tim e, the county funds have been 
tampered with. 
In “ boom” times the 
taxpayers were compaiatively indifler- 
ent. 
A few thousand dollars more or 
less made very little m atter, but now the 
tim es are changed. W ith Orange county 
lopped off from Los Angeles, with the 
State and county taxes threatening to 
amount to two per cent., the voters will 
tolerate no foolishness. 
They want to 
know what has become of their money 
even if the it quirv should result in the 
im m urement of certain Republican offi 
cials in prison walls. 


T h e arbitrary attem pt to raiee the as­ 
sessment of certain portions cf the city 
of Los Angeles has created a great deal 
of 4 ery natural indignation. It has com­ 
plicated ihe whcle assessment propoei. 
tion, aud Las ret people to inquiring what 
b eet m ts oí tie er.orrrous sums raised by 
'axation in both the city and county. It 
ie re a lly remarkable tbe way the ducats 
disappear, ard with comparatively noth­ 
ing to show for them . The salaries and 
e x p e m e e in some cf the offices Lave in­ 
creased e r c imeasly, and we are in* 
fam ed that sinecures are growing at an 
alaim ing rate. To give an instance we 
are informed that there is a standing 
body appointed by tbe Council, which is 
a Commission on the Opening and Wid­ 
ening cf Streets, and that its members 
draw $8 a day. If true, this is a rather 
marked instance of how to throw away 
n orey with a very questionable return. 
We shall detail a reporter to investigate 
this m atter, but, whether it is true or 
no, the multiform way. in which money, 
city er.d ccunly, is experded is em ugh 
to make the judicious grieve, and tbe 
parties who pay tbe taxes sm art. If tbe 
collapse of tbe “ beem ” shall only hate 
had the effect to mske cur citizens take 
an interest in their local affairs it will by 
no m eans have proved to be an unmixed 
evil.

The orders to Sheriff CuDningham to 
arrest Justice Field were issued by Dis­ 
trict Attorney W hite, who is a young 
lawyer with but brief experience, against 
the advice of his assistant. W. H. Gib­ 
son, an experienced procecutor under 
several Diet ict Attorneys, and also At­ 
torneys W. E. Turner and W. D. Grady, 
eloBe friends of the deceased, as well as 
Clinton Terry, the only son of the de­ 
ceased. 
The District Attorney Pays he 
did not want to take the responsibility of 
dismissing the complaint auuinst Field. 
WORDING OF THE WARRANT.

NOT YET ARRESTED.

As, bowe-er, tbe hour 
was late and the warrant bad to be en­ 
dorsed by some magi»trate of this city, 
before it could be served, Cunningham 
decided to wait until tomorrow morning 
before serving it Justice Field remained 
quietly at the Palace Hotel, this evening, 
and received a few callers.

He 
went immediately to tbe Circuit Court 
chambers, where he was soon joined by 
Judge Sawyer and Judge D. J. Brewer, 
of the Eighth Illinois C inuit, and the 
three proceeded immediately to hear the 
argument in a habeas corpus case. Jus 
tice Field referred freely, in conversation 
with the attorneys and his associates, to 
the.exciting incidents of yesterday. He 
is still under the protection of a Deputy 
Marshal, as is also Judge Sawyer.

Not long afterward the 
General was visited by a reporter who 
knew the General had been present in San 
Francisco during the troublesome days 
of 1855-7, and taken charge of the mili­ 
tary force then hurriedly organized 
General Sherman acknowleged that such 
was the case. 
“ I know too much about the affairs of 
that time in California,” said he, “ but 
I won’t talk about them.

Dickinson, of the Second Brigade, N. G. 
C., issued orders today announcing the 
findings aDd sentences of the court-mar­ 
tial in the cases of the members of the 
regimental band who refused to parade 
July 4ih. 
In the cases cf members of the First 
lüfantry band, three men are acquitted
